speaking citizens an equal role in 
the electoral process.” 


CAA officials said that the San 


Francisco city  ， administration?s 
multi-lingual election plan dis- 
coOurages disenfranchised non-Eng- 
]ish-speaking citizens from regis- 
tering to vote. Non-English-speak- 
ers have the entire burden of re- 
questing the voter's handbook 
printed separately in Chinese and 
Spanish andq of seeking bilingual 
assistance at the polls. CAA said 
that the city is“in clear violation 
of the intent and requirements of 
the new lawW.” 


The new law mandates that all 
political jurisdictions covered by 
Title III of the Voting Rights Act 
must unequivocally provide regis- 
tration OF voting notices，forms， 
instructions，assistance or other 
materials or information relating 
to the electoral process, including 
ballots，in the language of the af- 
fected minority as well as in 了 ng- 
lish .

TAIPEI 一 Taiwan celebrated its 
first national day without its long- 
time leader Chiang ai-shek Octo- 
ber 10 with a mammoth military 
parade. 

It was Taiwan's first military pa- 
rade on the national day holiday 
in Over a decade, and was Widely 
interpreted here as an attempt to 
reassure the island's populace fol- 
lowing President Chiang?s _ death 
last April，according to the New 
York Times. 

WEAPONS 

The parade，which involved 35,- 
000 soldiers, emphasized the large 
range of modern weapons that 
Taiwan's developing industry noOwW 
can inake or assemhble itself..There 
were' aerial acrobatics by AMR F- 
5 也 jet fighters，which Taiwan co- 
produces with the Northrup Cor- 
poration;i a fly-over by several 
dozen UH-1E, or Huey, helicopters 
assembled here; a 21-gun salute by 
Taiwan-made 105-mm. howitzers， 
and a lengthy display of United 
States heavy tanks that Were re- 
built in Taiwan safter being dam- 
aged in Vietnam. 

PARATROOPERS 

During the afternoon，Taiwan 
paratroopers made a Successful 
jump into the middle of Taipei， 
landing spectacularly in their tar- 
get area by the banks of theTan- 
shui River. 

A government spokesman exX- 
plained that the parade was de- 
signed to show that Taiwan's new 
policy of “self-reliance”was WorK- 
ing. While outright United States 
military aid to Taipei was ended 
two years ago，Washington sti 开 
supplied it last year with $80 mijj- 
lion in military credits. 

The ceremonies marKked the Oc- 
tober 10, 1911，Wuchang UPprising 
that was jinspired by Sun Yat-sen 
and led to the establishment of

From the viewpoint of Chinese Amearican history, there Were three 
persons in the Chinatown of the 30s whom we shouid have inter- 
Viewed while they were still alive. It is too bad that we missed the 
oppottunities. The most unforgivable one was that we were not ablie 
to interview Loi-fung ( 来 轧 ). 

The first person Was a monarchist who still refused to eut his queue 
back in 1934. He could be seen moseying up and down Grant Avenue 


at that time. 人 
The second was the editorial writer of the Chinese World， 黎 朝 杰 ， 


Leong Chiu-kit, also known as“Master of the Out-in-the-Clouds Stu- 
dio”a pen-name he used. Many have seen his articles，but few had 
met him. . . . His editorials were full of pro-Confucianism，anti-cormo= 
munism, and anti-KMT dogmas. . . . 

The third one was Loi-fung. During the 30s and 40s, if the weather 
was right, she would be enjoying the sun at Portsmouth Square. 瑟 Very 
time I walked by, she would wave at me and ask me to come closer- 
“Young man, sit down and have a chat with me ”; she would say it in 
a straightftorward manner. But not once did I gather enough courage， 
to walk near to her: The reason was a simple one: people on Grant 
Avenue would use the stories of Loi-fung to make fun of one another-. 
. . . For example, if you boasted that you were quite a ladies man， 
your friends would retort,“Who would fall in love with you? Maybe 
Loi-fung would!”If your friends saw you talking with her in the Park 
they would indeed have a good laugh . ; 

Loi-fung at that time was already in her seventies. She wasthin and 
had white spots on her face，supposedly from venereal infectiomns. 
Everyone knew that she was a well-knowna courtesan and madamm 
When she was young. She had seen te bitter and the sweet of life in 
the arenaof “wind and moon.… 

During the latter years，when a _ client passed over her to select a 
younger girl she would say,， “So you know how to pick your dishes.” 
This remained her “famous”saying. 

She sat in Portsmouth Square for more than ten years。 Not One 
journalist talked tosher-253 tochear what the “whitethaired=palace 
maid”had to say about the high living of Chinatown's past. Isnt 让 3 
regrettable matter2?

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Tsingtao NAedics Try Removing 
Gallstones by Chinese Herbs 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 More than 
1,000 cases of gallstoneshave been 
treated without surgery in the past 
four and a half years in Tsingtao， 
a coastal city Well-known for its 
beer，according to the October is- 
sue of ChinaReconstructs received 
here. 

By combining the clinical prac- 
tices of western and_ traditional 
Chinese medicine，five physicians 
and nine nurses in the municipal 
hospital in Tsingtao set up a spe- 
cial 34-bed unit to study gallstone 
cases early in 1971.“They studied 
the causes of gallstones and ana- 
lyzed past cases treated with sur- 
gery;” said the article.“On this 
basis they tried treating gallstones 
patients with _ traditional Chinese 
medicine Supplemented by -west- 
ern methods.” 

Western methods such as the use 
of X-ray and laboratory animal 
tests Were extensively used. 

DISCOVERY 

The breakthrough came when 
they discovered that a Chinese 
herbal decoction helpedq the bile 
duct expel stones。 The stones 
come through the patients” bowel 
movements. .The -hospital now 
treats all patients With' gallstones 
under 4 centimeters (1.57”) in size 
with Chinese medicine. 

The article qid not mention the 
ingredients in the“herbal decoc- 
tion2” It did mention that the de- 
coction Was brewed for the pa- 
tients” consumption. 

Without playing down the role 
of western medicine，the_article 
said“ traditional Chinese and west-- 
ern_ medicine must be integrated 
into an organic whole.” It also 
warned that each case has its own 
peculiarities and “must be handled 
differently.”“ “Surgery should be 
used 让 iti-is required to save the 
patient,”the article further men- 
tioned.

The director's position for Health, Education, and Welfare's (HEW) 
Office of Asian American Affairs (DAAA) is up for grabs. Or is it? 

Whoever made theseligibijlity rules for this position sure has come 
up with some dillies, making it seem that someone has already been 
picked and that everything else is one big bureaucratic game- 

The major stumbling biock seems to be that in order to quajlify, one 
must already have been a federal worker at the GS-14 level for at least 
one year, or else one must qualify for the G9-15 leveL 

FEirst of all，because of federal job discrimination, there are precious 
few Asians with GS-15 ratings. Second, there are almost as precious 
few Asians who have GS-14 ratings and who have worked for the fed- 
eral government at that level for one year- 

Considering that the' OAAA consists of only the director, one staf 人 ff 
memhber, and one secretary, Someone is Sure being picky: It's one thing 
to miake the OAAA directorship a high-levei position, but its another 
thing to say that qualified Asian federal wocorkers are ineligible to apply 
for that directorship sinnply because past discrimination did not allow 
them to be high enough to apply for ahigher position- 

The irony of all this is that an outsider，a_ non-federal employee， 
could, under these rules，be hired for the director's position and then、 
after he or she is hired，given a G9-15 rating. So，Asian federal em- 
ployees，who often have the bureauacratic skills needed to cope with 
the federal bureaucracy，are virtually elinainated from_ competition， 
whille outsiders can be picked even though they generally do not have 
the bureaucratic skills that are needed for such a position. 

Asian federal employees can't seem to win on this one, a catch-22 
situation, if there ever was one. 


How Successful Are China'“ 
Bilingual Efforts?

PART VINILE OF “BILLINGUALISM IN CHINA” 


Outside of formal education, there is much evidence of non-System 
support for language _ efforts Magazines such as China Reconstructs 
have language sections. Separate textboocois to go with radio language 
broadcasts are-being developed- Pinyin (romanized version) is being 
experimented with for the telegraph system- To promote the PTH 
effort, most geographiecal areas have language reform committees-. 

How successful have all these _ efforts been? Without any formal 
assessment，it can be observed that the type“A”direction，those 
learning PTH,，has been widely successful. PTH,，although undergoing 
continuous modifications，is essentially used and understood- 一 with 
parity to the local dialects 一 throughout the areas Visited. As for the 
type “B?” direction ，Han persons learning a foreign language，less is 
known-. Again，simple observation and assessment，however，WwWould 
lead one to believe that simple and basic conversational fluency in the 
foreign language being learned has been attained. In some cases, rela- 
tively few sentences Were taught，but what was learned was learned 
more intensively. As a result，utterances came out either perfectly or 
else not at all. Lastly，for the type“C”direction, non-Han persons 
learning a_ language other than their native janguages，even less is 
Known since the delegation had no _ opportunity to visit the minority - 
areas。 What observations there were，were limited to institutions of 
higher learning，and，at these institutions，ianguage Success seemed 
quite high. For example，after three months of PTH as a second lan- 
guage, non-PTH-speaking Japanese and Arabian students knew how to 
use 1000 words in various sentence patterns and knew how to write 
100 Chinese characters- Similar sticcesses can be reported at other 
higher educational institutions. Probably, however，because of a lack 
of highly competent teachers in other foreign languages (e.g ,English， 
Arabic，etc.)，students learning these other foreign languages would 
meet 二 lesser degrees of success than those learning PTH as a for- 
eign or second language.

To make a fast buck hasr been 
the chief reason for the presence 
of most people here. 。 

That there has been an absence 
of cultural cultivation and influ- 
ence here is often seen in the mass 
media which show that even the 
official English language is not 
properly used here. 

ENGLISHMEN 

Eor instance，two senior police 
officials who were Tecruited from 
London are distorted as “了 urope- 
ans” bythe three local English lan- 
guage dailies when they are in fact 
full-bloodedEnglishmen or at least 
white Britishers. 

They are Superintendent Cecil 
James Matthews.Cunningham and

tion for corruption. The charge is 
tbat they had over a million Hong 
玫 ong dollars (about U.S. $200 -

There is a boast that Hong 玉 ong 
has a good quota of professors of 
Chinese jliterature，but none of 
them has any national stature or 
iS a Well-known scholar， despite 
high salaries， 

People in this colony have little 
concern for culture. Most of them 
are interested in reaping a windfall 
at the first opportunity and would 
take the next plane home. 

Yet loyal scions keep on denying 
that Hong Kong is a_ cultural des- 
ert.， What they see as an-oasis is

“Rollierball”marquees, filmgoers can look forward to some new cellu- 
loid during the next few weeks. The major studios are spewing forth 
their fall season, the penultimate deluge before the Christmas releases， 
and the San Francisco Film Eestival starts its 12-day run today at the 
Palace of Fine Arts. 

Easily the best film pre-screened last week by the Film Eestival was 
Lina Wertmuller's“Swept Away .. .by an Unusual Destiny in the 
Blue Sea of August.”Rirst, the bad news: this cpontroversial film is a 
sellout Saturday night. Second, the good news: “9wept Away”opens 
comimercially the following day at the Clay (S.E.) and the 了 ElImwood 
(Berkeley). Women's rights groups are ready to burn Wertmuller in 
effigy for what they consider the male-cnauvinist-pig viewpoint of the 
filn.“Swept Away,”about a sexist, communist male and a capitalist， 


domineering shrew who become marooned together on a deserted ， 


island, is Wertmnuller's most unified film to date.

Louis Malless “Black Moon”(Tuesday, 9:30 p.m.) is a disappoint- 
ment. Malle，qdirector of “Lacombe Lucien” and “Murmur of the 
了 eart”becomes bogged down in a futuristic society where ar Alice-in- 
Wonderland look-alike seeks refuge from a world where men and 
women are annihilating each other. She stumbles upon a farm where 
Joe Dallesandro，fresh from Andy Warholville, sings opera and slaugh- 
ters animals, flowers squeal when they are stepped upon, and grandma 
talks to her best friend，a rat，who walks away with acting honors. 
(The rat, not grandma.) 


If you believe“The Orders”(Sunday, 7 p.m.), a Canadian documen- 
tary about the suspension of civil liberties in Quebec in 1970, the Vic- 
tims were innocent citizens not even remotely connected to radical 
politics. Unfortunately this documentary never provides a background 
as to whythe round- -UP occurred. The film was awarded the Director's 
Prize at Cannes, but it is over-rated, and slow at times. 

The Italian film “Allonsanfan ” (Thursday， 7 p.m.) and the Yugo- 
slavian effort“Rear”(Tuesday, 7 p.m.) share two things in common- 
Both are imperfect and often boring films and both have subtitles out 
of syich with the sound. Of the two “Allonsanfan，” starring Marcello 
Mastroianni, is the better.
